States To Co-operate 
With National 
Service Board 
(Associated Pre*-} 
NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—The 
es­ 
tablishment of a free 
nation-wide 
public employment service, 
to 
be 
maintained by the states in co-opera­ 
tion with the federal and local gov­ 
ernments, for the benefit of 
men, 
women, and juniors in all walks of 
life, is recommended by the Russell 
Sage Foundation in a 600 page re­ 
port on employment methods, needs, 
and agencies which was made pub­ 
lic here t^day as the result of a five- 
year study which took the founda­ 
tion’s investigators into more 
than 
70 eities of the United States and 
Canada. 
The full report is being submitted 
to President Coolidge and 
to 
the 
governors of the states. 
The prin­ 
cipal recommendations of 
the 
re­ 
port are summarized as follows 
by 
Shelby M. Harrison, director of the 
department of surveys and exhibits 
of the Russell Sage Foundation, who 
was in charge of the studies on which 
the report is based; 
That the federal government en­ 
courage and assist the states to main­ 
tain adequate systems of public em­ 
ployment offices and to co-ordinate 
these into an effective nation-wide 
service. 
That the states administer 
and 
support their own employment of­ 
fices, subject to the terms of agree­ 
ment with the federal government; 
and that the local governments par­ 
ticipate in the management of the 
offices in their community through 
representation on their 
local 
em­ 
ployment committee. 
That in order to establish the non­ 
partisan character of the service, the 
functions to be performed by the fed­ 
eral government be administered by 
a board appointed by and directly re­ 
sponsible to the president. * 
That the board consist of the sec­ 
retary of labor, the secretary of com­ 
merce and the secretary of agricul­ 
ture.

Court

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—Railroad 
employes who were enjoined during 
the shopmen’s strike of 1922, were 
entitled to jury trial when charged 
with contempt of court, it was held 
today by the supreme court. 
That part of the Clayton act, which 
provided that employes may demand 
a trial by jury, was declared by thj 
court to be constitutional and valid. 
The relationship of an employer 
and employe does not cease, the court 
held, when a workman goes on a 
strike and the provisions of the Clay­ 
ton act for protection of the em­ 
ploye, therefore, apply under

THE GOVERNOR

WHEREAS, the Legislature of Ala* 
^P h ^k ^m a, at a session held in 1923, has 
ordered an election by the qualified 
eb ctors of the State of Alabama upon 
a certain proposed amendment, to the 
Constitution of Alabama, which 
is* 
herein set forth, to be held at the gen­ 
eral election In November, 1924, and 
WHEREAS, notice of such olection, 
together with the proposed amend­ 
ment, Is required by law to be given 
by proclama» ion of the Governor: 
NOW. THEREFORE, I, William W. 
Brandon, Governor of the State 
of 
Alabama, do hereby give notice, di­ 
rect, and "proclaim that at the general 
election in November, 1924. nn elec­ 
tion will be held for the vote of the 
qualified electors of the State of Ala­ 
bama, In the manner, form and places 
required by law, upon the following 
amendment to the 
Constitution

Alabama, vis: 
“Proposed Amendment No, 290, Mo­ 
bil» County may become indebted tmtL 
may Issue bends for the construction 
or Improvement of concrete or better

tbt construction of bridges and road- 
wiy necessary to provide a public 
road for vehicular travel between the
